THE QUAKER CITY.

The O and the New Spirit of tae
City of Homes,

Devout Ancestors Worship a Test of
Englightment,

- - —

Philadelphia 18 a peculiar city in more
than one respoct, writes a correspondent
of Tao Cincinnati Knquirer. Its cilizens
are prond of the title of “*The City ot
Homes," and in former Jotters | have
shown how much olsim 1t hasto the
name, which its cheap rents, houschold
conveniences, ease of aCquIring property,
and its great  plessure ground containing
wbout four and three quarter square m les
of divermiticd surfuce. Its yast extent
allows a large range of choice in selveting
a place of residence, and its varied manu
factures give employment to all cluss of
mechanies, Dut it is sometimes vather
dull to ono ratscd in the more hberal

west. The old Quaker meeting houses
aud burinl grounds, are all surrounded
by brick walls ten  feet  high,
seem  to  typify the spirit of the
city in & memsure in shutting oul
the influence of modern democraey, u

demooracy which, like the founder of
Christinnity himself, can not see why one
day of tho woeek should be any more
sacred than another, The Sabbatarianism
of this city died hard, There was a time
when chains were draw across the stroots
in the vicinity of churches during services
v prevent earriages driving past, A fow
weoks ngo the park commissioners asdopt-
ol a rule forbidding professional or
amateur photographers taking piotures
in the park on Sunday, although one
moember, the well known Goorge H.
Baker, earnestly protested agamnst it
I'hw drug stores in the center of the city
have signs io their windows reading
thus: **Open for business only. The
wartars over the runuing of street cars on
Sunday haa been forgotten, aud the Sib-
bath association, in  petitioning ralroad
companies to cut down their businesa to
a minimum on Sunday, condescends to
temporal argument, and urgea this step
fur the reason that the omployes will get
mure rest and be better ssrvants therefor,
The newspapers long resisted the modorn
mnovation of Sunday 18sues, and the re-
sult was a swarm of papers published ex-
clusively on Sundays, and more or less
weak in the matter of news. The more
vigorous dailies finally progressed to the
point of issuing on Sunday, but a relie of
the old idea remains in the hubit of trent-
ing tho Sunday issue as a separate paper,
a8 I found when I subscribed for two of
these papers, and yet found myself on

Sunday morning with nothing to
read. The Sunday edition is
twice the price of that of the

secular days. The progress of modern
ideas, whethoer it be for good or evil, is
irresistible, and slowly the Quaker city
yiclds to the ocurrent. The Quaker
element, which, though the supreme
vower was broken in the revolution, yet
colored every department of local life
until after the war, is still powerful
snough to check rthe growth of liberalism.
It is not powerful by force of numbers,
but by force of wealth and social power
and tradition. It is a purist element,
refining upon moral peiuts to insubatan-
tinlity, and as narrow and restricted in
ita views as are the meoting-houses, the
schools, and the chureh-yards it is so fond
of inelosing in those high walls of black
glazed brick.

T'his 18 tha ultra respectable,the Kuick-
erbocker, the governing element. Yet
the city, with its more than eight hun.
dred thoussnd of people in the last cen-
sus, ia largely made up of persons of for-
eign birth and parentage, There are
Giormans enough  here to malke a large
city, and Irishmen enough to carry every
German out of town and yet leave enough
sons of the Euerald Isle to found a new
colony, and there are of [Italians alone
ten thousand souls, Even Arabiaand
Syria have coutritinted to the population
of tluscity. Yot the circles of nociety
open tardily and with much grating of
hinges to the man wno has not had a
grandfathor., I question whether weslth
itmelf would be a good passport to social
eomaideration among  the old families to
the man who can ur dees not care to boast
of his grandfather. 1 am sure that braing
and culturs would mnot  be, although |
never tried it for lack of a good
seaple wricle of either, | am not refer-
ring to Judge Towgee, who took his
Continent to New York in s pat and de-
clared that a man of brains could not live
in Philadelphia; then came back one day
